On the Jast occasion Ray 
Richards was attacked, and 
a spectator arrested. 

Pan Hellenic coach Rale 
Rasic, who appealed’ on 
Friday night to the offend- 
ing section of his -club’s 
supporters to desist, was, 
Strangely enough, the Mar- 
coni coach on that occasion. 


Widespread 


The effect of the mis- 
demeanors is widespread. 

For example, the game 
as a whole in its World 
Cup year cannot afford to 
be caught in the web of 
controversy — a situation 
that will tend to cut us off 
from the public as a whole. 

The club officials have 


set’ out” to ‘bring overdue 


glory to the Pan Hellenic 
club, and. it is. a tragedy 
that they haye to undergo 
the trials and tribulations 
that such incidents bring, 
whether they see justifica- 
tion for: it or not. 

The rest of the big club 
following, — those who do 


not condone joutish conduct’ 


—~-ate caught in the same 
predicament. 

Must they put up with 
the blackening of the club 
name due. to the work of 
an unsporting hand of 
transgressors? 

Lastiy, what of the play- 
ers and the coach who 
have set upon.revitalising “an 
ailing team? 

Entirely unconnected with 
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evitably suffer some pen- 
alty in substitution for the 
real culprits —— the group 
of hooligans who made the 
trouble. 

It was, of course, ever 
thus. Except for any person 
that may be convicted of 
misconduct. at law, the 
mobster goes unidentified 
and unpunished. 

The club team is identi- 


fiable, and it bears the 
penalty. 
The Federation has - no 


option but to meet the chal- 
lenge of mob rule, and Pan 
Hellenic club must ensure 
that their crowds are effec- 
tively patrolled from now 
on, 


Safety 


We cannot expect other 
clubs to provide their best 
crowds if supporters are to 
fear for their safety. 

This is the simple posi- 
tion we all face, and the 
Federation must devise 
some virtually permanent 
means of handling it. 

Certainly, no matter how 
much the standard of ref- 
ereeing improves, there is 
no chance of supplying 
referees who can satisfy 
every single fan on every 
occasion. : ; 

Which takes me back to 
the contrasting situations 
at the start of this story. 

Is there a way in which 
Pan Hellenic can attract the 
well-behaved Greek maj- 
ority, and lose the small 
band of troublemakers? 

No easy task, but some- 
how for the sake of the 
sport. it must be made to 
happen.

The disturbance erupted 
from a decision by referee 
Alan McKenzie to disallow 
what seemed to be a legiti- 
mate goal for many people 
by centre-forward Gary 
Manuel cight mivutes after 
the interval. 

It is hard to understand 
how the mob could lay the 
blame squarely on the 
referee. 

In the incident, the bal! 
was lobbed over the Ha- 
koah defence which was 
caught upfield, backing up 
their forward line. 

Manuel gained possession 
of the ball but Hakoah 
stopper Alan Marnoch was 
right on his heels. 

As both struggled for the 
bali, Manuel was deliber- 
ately fouled and appeared 
to lose balance in his run 
towards goal — a similar 
incident which the previous 
week led to the expulsion of 
Wests’ Vince Radcliffe. 

There was no alternative 
for McKenzie but to blow 
his whistle, which apparently 
very few people heard in 
the din of the crowd. 

“However, Manuel, mirac- 
‘ulously, regained his bal- 
ance almost at once and 
continued his run to score 
with. a_ sizzling shot - past 
goalie Saverio Madescht. : 

Tt ‘is claimed: that’ Manuel 
did‘ not hear the referee's 
whistle. 

There can be arguments 
forever on the application 
of the advantage rule in 
this case, but one thing is 
clear: the referee was within 
his rights to stop the game 
as- an offence was com- 
mitted — and that Marnoch 
committed a crude foul 
must have been obvious to

all the 4,200 spectators. 

The referee was technic- 
ally correct, though perhaps 
a trifle hasty in blowing 
his whistle for the’ infringe- 
ment. 

However, a_ section of 
the Pan Hellenic crowd did 
not see it that way and 
from then on it became ap- 
parent that some hootigans 
were going to do something 
about it, 

They jeered and booed 
at every decision the referee 
made and this minority of 
agitators started to gather 
around the dressing rooms. 

This was the time to calf 
for law reinforcements as 
the tension’ around the 
enclosure was electric well 
before the end of the match. 

As the game ended Mc- 
Kenzie was thinly shielded 
to the dressing rooms but 
the available police could 
not handle the disturbance 
that erupted. 

Reinforcements did not 
arrive until well after the 
game had ended. 

Once the referee entered 
the dressing rooms, the 
angry mob banged on the 
wall and some even. climbed 
on the roof and’ stamped 
with their feet. 

A, ‘few, other * lunatics, 
causing their” Club ‘a’ great 
disservice, ‘attacked Hakoah 
Officials, including the presi- 
dent Frank Lowy. 

Eventually, when rein- 
forcements arrived, the ag- 
itators were dispersed by 
the show of force, ‘but it 
was a shameful exhibition 
by a lunatic fringe which 
gravely embarrasses every- 
one connected with soccer, 
starting with Pan Hellenic 
itself.
